THE father of Rachel Cheesewright, 
killed in a collision with a police car 
in 2005, says he will take the case 
to the House of Lords after a Court 
of Appeal ruled his daughter was 
partly responsible for the crash. 

Miss Cheesewright was killed when her Ford 
Fiesta was hit by a patrol car driven by PC 
William Purse travelling at more than 90mph. 

Last year judge Jonathon Simpkiss ruled at 
Canterbury County Court the police had been 
100 per cent responsible for the death of the 
29-year-old mother. 

But now a panel of three judges at the High 
Court in London has overturned the decision 
saying Miss Cheesewright was 60 per cent to 
blame for the accident. 

Rachel’s father Tony Cheesewright said: “This 
was a death that should not and did not need to 
happen. My daughter would be alive today had 
the police driver PC Purse acted responsibly. 

“Instead PC Purse chose to give the new 
police recruit in the passenger seat of his vehi¬ 
cle a macho thrill ride, driving at a reckless 
speed, straddling the centre line and forcing an 
oncoming independent witness to take evasive 
action by driving her car into a ditch, before he 
ploughed into Rachel’s vehicle and cut it in half.” 

On the night of the accident - October 22 - 
Miss Cheesewright had just left the Bonny 
Cravat pub in Woodchurch where she worked 
as a barmaid. 

As she turned onto the A28 her Ford Fiesta 
was hit by the police patrol car, splitting it in

range of religious, arts and commu¬ 
nity activities, not rock concerts.” 

Cllr Davison also had concerns 
about the removal of pews. 

He said: “They are part of the his¬ 
tory produced by local craftsmen 
from local wood.” 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio hold¬ 
er for cultural services, said that all 
the historic pews were in the gallery 
of St Mary’s and would be retained 
untouched. 

Mr Carty also assured councillors 
the work in converting the church 
would be done with care. 

He said: “We accept churches are 
sensitive buildings. But St Mary’s 
has been adapted 24 times over the 
years; it is a living building that is 
going forward to adapt to meet the 
needs of the community it serves.” 

It has long been recognised that 
Ashford lacks performance spaces par¬ 
ticularly when it comes to the fields of 
theatre and dance. Groups have cam¬ 
paigned for a dedicated venue with lit¬ 
tle success. The conversion of part of 
St Mary’s is seen as an attempt by 
the council to address the issue.

ASHFORD will soon have a 
dedicated venue hosting 
theatre, music and dance 
with work starting on St 
Mary’s Church community 
arts centre in January 

Last week the council’s executive 
committee heard how progress for 
the project was going from head of 
cultural services Mark Carty. 

The church is already used for 
musical concerts and the occasional 
art exhibition, but the transforma¬ 
tion to an arts venue will see a dedi¬ 
cated programme of music, theatre 
and art being staged at the site with 
the help of a long-term promoter. 

Ashford council has provided 
£100,000 for new lighting and sound 
equipment and a further £1.2 million 
has been secured from central gov¬ 
ernment as part of the town’s fund¬ 
ing as a ‘growth area’. 

Conservative Cllr William Howard 
said it would revitalise the church 
and was an exciting step forward, 
opening an historic building for 
public use that would bring many 
benefits in addition to the arts. 

The church will still retain its func¬ 
tion as a religious building with reg¬ 
ular religious services continuing to 
be held there. 

The church council will also have 
responsibility for running the venue 
with support from Ashford council. 

At the meeting, opposition council¬ 
lors expressed concerns that the 
project could change the character of 
the building and attract anti-social 
behaviour. 

Independent councillor Peter 
Davison also said the town’s growth 
plans meant a standalone arts cen¬ 
tre should be provided for residents. 

But Cllr Howard said: “We are 
talking about using the nave for a

The application now has to go 
before Kent County Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee in the next few 
months for final approval.

First bullet train 
leaves Ashford

A PACKED bullet train from 
Ashford pulled into St Pancras a 
minute early on Monday heralding 
a new era in high speed rail service. 

Commuters were keen to experience for 
themselves what the 140mph journey would 
mean for their daily trip to the capital, and the 
train did not disappoint, making the run in just 
36 minutes. 

The trains, which will also stop at Ebbsfleet, 
have been introduced nearly six months before 
the full service begins in December. 

Platform five of Ashford International was 
packed with travellers eager to get a good seat 
on the Hitatchi train that would be pulling 
into the platform at St Pancras 37 minutes 
later. 

Mark Gabriel from Singleton said: “I think it 
is very exciting. I have seen the test runs going 
through the station. I’m purely trying to see if 
I can get back to and from work quicker. 

“I decided that if I drop having a coffee and 
the croissant in the morning that will make up 
for the increase in fare. 


“I think that it will be really good for the town 
and it will mean house prices will soar.” 

The preview service will see three peak hour 
trains departing from Ashford in the morning 
and three returning from St Pancras in the 
evening with the last train arriving back at the 
town at 8.09pm. Another traveller from the 
town was not so sure if the service would bene¬ 
fit his journey to the capital. 

Eloka Obiara said: “I’m waiting to see if work¬ 
ing my way back to London Bridge after I have 
arrived will work out. I’m not entirely happy 
about the fact that it is a considerable increase 
in fare. I want to see if I will have a seat to sit 
in on the way back.” 


A single ticket to London will cost an extra 
£4.40 to St Pancras. 

As this first service departed on time at 
6.48am there was a sense that the service will 
revolutionise the daily journey to work, 
although there will be a period of adjustment. 

Vince Lucas, commercial director from 
Southeastern Trains, said: “It is good to see so 
many people here for this first train. 

“But what we really want to see is complete¬ 
ly full trains when we begin the service in 
December.”

PC was going too 
fast admit judges

two and killing her instantly. 

Peter Cutler, from Harman and 
Harman Solicitors representing the fam¬ 
ily, said: “The judges said that Rachel’s 
failure to look right a second time was a 
contributory factor to her death. For that 
minor omission they have attributed 60 
per cent responsibility to Rachel.” 

The judges argued 
that if Miss Cheese- 
wright had looked 
again she would never 
have pulled out in front 
of the police car, despite 
the fact it was emerg¬ 
ing from a bend just 
before the junction. 

However, the judges 
did acknowledge the 
police car was going 
too fast and that speed had been a factor 
that contributed to her death. 

In the draft judgement they wrote: “I 
would hold that PC Purse’s negligence 
driving at the speed found by the judge, 
without his siren sounding, was a con¬ 
tributory cause of the accident. 

“Excessive speed can and did have 
immediate consequences. ” 

The family feel that they have still won 
a victory because the police driver was 
considered partly to blame for the crash. 

Mr Cutler said: “The 40 per cent appor¬ 
tion of blame on the police is significant 
and will mean Rachel’s daughter 
Charlotte will get some compensation.” 

The family now say they are consider¬ 
ing taking the case to the House of Lords. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas from Kent Police said: “An 
inquest jury returned an accidental 
death verdict in January 2008, describ¬ 
ing the collision as a ‘tragic accident’. 

“Kent Police’s thoughts continue to be 
with Miss Cheesewright’s family and 
everyone who was involved.” 



50 megabyte 
broadband 
has arrived 

VIRGIN media is to roll out a 50 
megabyte internet broadband 
service across the whole of the 
town. 

The new network will allow cus¬ 
tomers to download an entire 
album in as little as 11 seconds, a 
TV show in around one minute and 
a high quality movie in three and a 
half minutes. 

The increased capacity available 
with 50 megabytes also means sev¬ 
eral users can share the internet at 
the same time, whether it’s brows¬ 
ing the web, playing on a games 
console, downloading music or 
using a laptop. 

The town was chosen last year 
for trials of the 50Mb broadband 
services. The company recently 
announced that it has also chosen 
Ashford to carry out a trial of a 200 
megabyte, one of the fastest in the 
world. 

Jon James, executive director of 
broadband at Virgin Media, said: 
“We’re delighted to launch our new 
ultrafast 50Mb service in Ashford. 
It will transform the online experi¬ 
ence for individuals and families 
alike.” 

Virgin says that the basic pack¬ 
age for the broadband service will 
be £35 a month. 


Debt skyrockets 
as Citizens' Advice 
report record calls 


RECESSION has brought a huge 
increase in debt across the borough. 

And staff and volunteers at 
Ashford and Tenterden Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau say they are strug¬ 
gling to keep pace with demand for 
its services. 

Over the past three months they 
have seen a 70 per cent increase in 
financial problems. 

Crisis 

Briefing Ashford council last 
Thursday, manager Mick Fleming 
and chair of the trustees of the char¬ 
ity Mick Hubert said despite the 
vast increase in workload, with 
implications to the whole communi¬ 
ty they were responding swiftly and 
efficiently to the crisis. 

They are expanding services, 
developing relationships with credi¬ 
tors and offering more outreach 
services in the rural areas. 

But the group said reacting to the 
challenges needed more funding and 
more volunteers were needed.

Ashford CAB has served the town 
for 68 years. At their base in 
Norwood Street they have a staff of 
six plus 24 volunteer advisors. 

More volunteers are needed but it 
will take time to ease the pressure as 
it takes 18 months to be fully 
trained. 

Ashford council makes an annual 
grant of £111,000 which covers 75 per 
cent of core costs, the rest the charity 
has to raise in the community. 

Additional funding is desperately 
needed to expand services and 
Mr Flemming appealed to council¬ 
lors to do what they could to help 
the service. 

He said: “Spread the message that 
we are a community resource that 
provides community success. 

“We need cash, volunteers and 
trustees to help our work in these 
very challenging times delivering a 
much needed service.”

Migrant project 
is slammed by 
Society report 


A CHARITY has defended its role 
in a ‘flawed’ £lmillion pilot project 
set up to help failed asylum seek¬ 
ers and their families return to 
their homelands. 

Migrant Helpline, which ran the 
Government-funded scheme at the Millbank 
centre near Kingsnorth, was criticised in the 
report by the Children’s Society. 

The highly critical report says the 12 
month pilot, that ended in October last year 
was a “missed opportunity” and “flawed”. 

Roy Millard, deputy chief executive for the 
charity, said: ‘We were happy to play a part 
in developing a pilot that did not rely on the 
blunt instrument of imprisonment.” 

The scheme, which was co-run by the UK 
Border Agency, aimed to help 260 families but 
actually only dealt with 13, resulting in just 
one family returning to their country of origin. 

Mr Millard said: “The pilot started to test 
things and provide useful information. 
Unfortunately that never really happened 
properly because not enough people went 
through it to test the model.” 

He said that simply focusing on the fact the 
project cost £lmillion, and only succeeded in 
helping one family leave the UK, was not 
looking at the whole picture. 

Around 2,000 children, including many who 
have fled horrific situations, are locked up in 
immigration detention centres each year. 

Mr Millard said: “These people have not 
committed a crime; they have only claimed

asylum and their claims were refused. The ill 
effects of being detained on mental and phys¬ 
ical health, especially on children, are very 
well documented.” 

In its report the Children’s Society found 
that the criteria for finding families was con¬ 
fused, referrals to the pilot were slow, and 
there was limited awareness of the pilot 
amongst immigration staff. 

It also said some of the families referred 
were unsuitable. 

Mr Millard said: “If the pilot had worked 
and had the numbers coming through we 
would have had much more humane, effec¬ 
tive and economically efficient model.” 

He said keeping a family in detention costs 
an estimated £20,000 a year and the alterna¬ 
tive offered at Millbank was about a quarter 
of that. 

The report suggested there was a climate 
of fear at Millbank. One family had come 
straight from the controversial Yarl’s Wood 
detention centre in Bedfordshire and were in 
an emotional state and distrustful of the 
authorities. 

The Children’s Society said it had carried 
out the report to provide an alternative to the 
UK Border Agency’s assertion that it failed 
because families absconded. 

Immigration minister Phil Woolas said 
that lessons learned from the project would 
be used to design a new pilot currently run¬ 
ning in Glasgow. 


Developers defer pay due to recession 


THE recession is prompting public bodies 
to let developers off the hook by relaxing 
deadlines for community contributions. 

A report has been published that moni¬ 
tors 106 agreements, deals which require 
developers to pay for infrastructure proj¬ 
ects around the district. 

Last year the council, along with other 
bodies such as Kent County Council and 
the Highways Agency, signed agreements 
worth almost £6m with developers in the 
Ashford area. However, the actual money 
collected amounted to just £635,018. 

A children’s play area in Godinton, the 
Singleton Environment Centre, and the 
Eureka Park bus service have all been paid 
for using money from 106 agreements. 


But because of the current economic 
downturn many developments around the 
town have slowed and the council has 
agreed that at certain key sites such as the 
old Newtown railway works, developers 
can defer the payments until a later date. 

The report says that there is often a time 
lag between the payments being made the 
money being released. 

Before schemes can go ahead they are 
assessed by the monitoring committee as 
to whether they are suitable for receiving 
the funding. 

Future projects likely to be paid for by the 
money include a new sports ground in at 
the Swan centre in Willesborough and a 
skate park in Singleton. 



Funeral for student Ben 


THE funeral of Ben Neilson, the student who 
died after an attack in the town centre, will be 
held at Willesborough parish church today. 

Mr Nielson grew up in Willesborough and 
was studying at Northumbria University. He 
had returned home to see friends and family 
in Ashford when he was attacked in the 
Lower High Street. 

He died a week later in a London hospital 
from the serious head injuries sustained in 
the attack. 

Northumbria University has invited his 
parents to Newcastle to pick up his degree 
which has been awarded to him posthumous¬ 
ly- 

His family have now set up a memorial 
fund in his name to raise funds for a lasting 
memorial to their son.

Driving up parking costs 

CAR drivers making their way to the bor¬ 
ough’s town centres now face increased park¬ 
ing charges. 

It now costs 80p to park for an hour in 
Ashford and 70p in Tenterden, an increase of 
lOp. Further time is paid for in five pence 
increments and the minimum charge will be 
30p. The increased charges were introduced 
on Sunday. 

Eighteen months have passed since the 
last increase in parking charges. 

Season tickets and long-stay charges have 
also risen - see www.ashford.gov.uk/parking. 

A28 speed limit change? 

THE Joint Transportation Board has been 
discussing proposals to reduce the speed 
limit on the A28 to 40mph. 

The plans would extend the speed limit 
from Great Chart through Bethersden and 
onto High Halden. 

The intention to reduce speed limits in the 
area has been put forward by Kent Highways 
after requests from Bethersden Parish 
Council. The proposals will also include new 
verges, signs and marker posts. 

Funding’s been secured to implement the 
changes and the council’s been asked to recom¬ 
mend they be introduced as soon as possible.

Q Can you tell us something about the work that the 
Salvation Army does? 

A The Salvation Army is a Christian Church 
and registered charity with a strong con¬ 
nection to serving the community, at both a 
national and local level. 

Here in Ashford, we have church services on 
a Sunday and activities throughout the week, 
ranging from parent and toddler groups to a 
drop-in lunch. 

How did you first get involved? 

A We both attended The Salvation Army as 
children and were greatly influenced by 
our parents. In 2005, however, we felt that God 
wanted us to be full time ministers of religion 
in The Salvation Army. We finished our two 
years of residential training in July last year 
and Ashford is our first appointment. 


Q What is your relationship with Ashford? Did you know 
much about it before you came here? 

A We didn’t know much about Ashford before 
we were posted here, except for the 
Eurostar and the Designer Outlet! 


What sort of feelings did you have before coming to the 
town as this was your first post? 

A We experienced a real mix of feelings. We 
were excited to know where would be liv¬ 
ing for the next few years and where our baby 
would be bom, but also a little apprehensive 


as we were entering a totally unknown situa¬ 
tion. But people have been very kind and sup¬ 
portive as we settle into the area. 

Q Do you think Ashford has any particular challenges 
which you will encounter in your work? 

A One of the main challenges we can see is 
that as the town expands, the services and 
amenities will need to expand as well. This can 
result in extra economic pressures and in the 
current financial climate will be something to 
watch. 

f|What do you think the wider public's view of The 
Salvation Army? Is it a stereotype that you find frus¬ 
trating or have to work against? 

A We are very blessed in The Salvation Army, 
as many people hold us in high regard. 
However, we do need to live up to this. There is 
also the stereotypical image of a Salvationist 
in a bonnet, with a dmm or tuba, but in 
Ashford, people are aware that there is much 
more to our movement than this. These days, 
there is much more diversity in The Salvation 
Army. 

Q You have just had your first child. How do you think this 
will affect your work with the church? How do you think 
The Salvation Army will affect her? 

A Parenthood is a steep learning curve. 

Obviously in terms of time, our daughter 
has meant we have had to slow down a little. 
We can no longer both be at some Salvation 


Army activities, particularly those in the 
evening. However, our daughter is such a 
blessing and we want her to know that above 
all else she is loved. Sometimes it can be diffi¬ 
cult when we feel we are letting people down 
but ultimately our daughter is a gift from God. 
We want to honour him through the way we 
bring her up and hopefully be a good example 
to her.

What do you get out of being in the organisation? 


A Where else would we get to meet so many 
people from so many places? It really is a 
privilege to spend time with people, and we 
are amazed sometimes at the people we meet. 
We learn so much from them and hope this 
will continue into the future.

Festival organisers' £lm 
ticket spiashout 


NEARLY half of all tickets for 
Kent’s biggest music festival of the 
summer have been given away 
FREE with a flimsy celeb-backed 
raincoat worth just £10. 

Organisers behind the star-studded Hop 
Farm event in Paddock Wood next weekend 
stunned music fans earlier this week when 
the unbelievable offer of a pair of complimen¬ 
tary weekend passes, worth £250, was tacked 
onto sales of blue and grey designer 
‘Splashmacs’ on a budget fashion website. 

But they have denied claims the event was 
selling poorly - despite some fans who already 
snapped up tickets reacting furiously to news 
of the offer. 

The 20,000-capacity event takes place next 
weekend with a big-hitting line-up including 
the likes of Paul Weller, The Fratellis, Editors 
and Echo and the Bunnymen.. 

A remarkable 6,000 weekend tickets - which 
normally sell for £125 each - have been promised 
to buyers who paid for a colourful bad weather 
cover worth less than a tenth of the ticket’s value. 

The MandMDirect site was flooded with so 
many customers on Tuesday trying to get 
their hands on the Splashmac, it sold out and 
switched the ticket offer to a luminous towel, 
worth £9.77. 

A few hours later and 1,000 had gone, mean¬ 
ing another 2,000 people could snap-up Hop 
Farm passes. That’s a total of 8,000 tickets 
given away as part of the promotion - or 
£lmillion’s worth of potential sales. 

The website reported that the closing date to 
claim tickets was June 29. All those taking 
advantage of the offer had to do was pay £16 
for a camping permit. 

Hop Farm Festival chiefs who pride them¬ 
selves on their “no sponsors, no branding” 
approach have denied the extraordinary 
offer was merely a stunt to get rid of unwant¬ 
ed tickets.

They claim the giveaway was a stroke of 
generosity by festival boss and famous pro¬ 
moter Vince Power and a drive to raise money 
for a good cause - but didn’t prove the Hop 
Farm Festival was a flop which hard-up pun¬ 
ters didn’t want to attend. 

All funds raised from the sale of three thou¬ 
sand £9.99 Splashmacs and 1,000 towels will 
go to the Teenage Cancer Trust charity. 

Festival spokesman Ian Roberts said: “Vince 
Power is just an incredibly generous man. He 
has decided to give away tickets with every 
purchase of a Splashmac. 

Sold out 

“I don’t think anyone will have a problem 
giving money to a reputable and worthy cause. 
Certainly we live in difficult times and music 
festivals are in a difficult position. 

“But we are sure the Hop Farm Festival is 
an incredibly strong event with a fantastic 
line-up that people in Kent will really enjoy. A 
great weekend of top bands and entertain¬ 
ment is in store.” 

A customer service worked for the 
MandMDirect website admitted: “We’ve been 
inundated with calls about the Splashmac, it’s 
an unbelievable offer. Some people have 
bought two or three of them, meaning they 
could have six tickets for the Hop Farm.” 

Some fans who have paid for tickets are furi¬ 
ous. Emily Dorman, 23, from Maidstone, said she 
had struggled to raise the cash to buy a pair of 
tickets and couldn’t believe the Splashmac offer. 

She added: “I scrimped and saved to get 
these tickets and then I hear they’re being 
dished out with a raincoat. It’s not fair, to be 
honest. I just hope the festival is as good as 
they say it’s going to be.”

MandMDirect spokesman Ed Green told 
Kent on Saturday: “The Splashmacs have 
been designed and modelled by very famous 
people. We teamed up with the Hop Farm 
Festival to give people a brilliant chance to see 
some fantastic bands and raise money for 
charity at the same time. 

“The Splashmacs sold out very very quickly, 
the pick-up has been phenomenal. There were 
only 3,000 of them. But we have ordered more 
to be delivered. We temporarily switched the 
project to the towels and all 1,000 sold out.” 

Vince Power has stated he intends the Hop 
Farm Festival to be a long-term project and 
one which would put Kent “on the map”. 



SNAP AWA/: Authorities taldng pictures of your children 
at sports day does not breach the Data Protection Act 


Privacy watchdog 
gives thumbs up to 
sports day photos 

PARENTS who take photographs of their 
children at sports days and school plays are 
acting completely within the law - a priva¬ 
cy watchdog has ruled. 

Local authorities, including Kent County 
Council, have been told that mums and 
dads are allowed to take shots for the fam¬ 
ily album - and that it’s no breach of the 
Data Protection Act. 

Relatives wanting to take pictures at 
public events have often been told that they 
are breaking the rules. 

But the Office of the Information 
Commissioner last week said this interpre¬ 
tation was simply wrong. 

It ruled that any snap taken for the family 
photograph album would normally be 
acceptable. This guidance can be used to 
challenge any bans enforced by councils as 
many schools stage their annual sports days. 

Guidance has been sent to education 
authorities across the country. It reads: 
“Fear of breaching the provisions of the Act 
should not be wrongly used to stop people 
taking photographs or videos which pro¬ 
vide many with much pleasure. 

‘Where the act does apply, a common 
sense approach suggests that if the photog¬ 
rapher asks for permission to take a photo¬ 
graph, this will usually be enough to 
ensure compliance.”

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Egg-stremely good fun Pjpr 
on the free-range farm sssr 


RACHEL MCATHY finds out more about the happy lives of egg-laying chickens 



CAMPAIGNS for free-range egg pro¬ 
duction have swept across the nation, 
endorsed by celebrity chefs and sup¬ 
ported by some of the country's 
biggest stores. 

Now rearing your own chickens, for the 
freshest eggs around, has become one of the 
country's fastest growing hobbies, which is 
good news for one farmer. 

Doug Wanstall runs Bank Farm in Aldington, 
near Ashford, and it is from here that he pio¬ 
neered a local food distribution hub that now 
supplies Kent produce across the county and in 
London. 

But much of his success is down to the work 
of an army of 30,000 free-range chickens. 

With access to 100 acres of land, they live a 
carefree life - popping out around 178,500 
eggs a week. 

But it is the nation's love of our feathered 
friends that has boosted business the most. 

"People seem to be more emotionally 
attached to their chickens than anything else, 
which is nice for us," he said. "It is guite 
bizarre." 

Collecting the eggs follows an almost mili¬ 
tary procedure. The eggs are laid into nesting 
boxes and then roll down onto a conveyor belt 
before being examined, graded and boxed 


ready for sale. But the trickiest job is getting 
every bird back to the roost at night. 

"They get let out at 7am and we take it in 
turns to bring them in again at dusk," he said. 
"It's my turn at the moment to round them up, 
and it's not easy. It's often 10pm before the lit¬ 
tle darlings are ready to go to bed." 

Programmes by celebrity chefs such as Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, who spearheaded a 
free-range chicken campaign, helped boost 
interest in Mr Wanstall's business. It also led to 
the BBC using Mr Wanstall for its egg needs. 

Chickens that are free to roam get a much 
more varied and nutritious diet, whereas yolks 
from caged hens are often injected with artifi¬ 
cial colours to give them the glow only grass 
can naturally give. 

Despite more and more people rearing their 
own 'backyard' chickens, Mr Wanstall said busi¬ 
ness is good. 

In fact, to keep up with demand, he has 
started supplying people with the chickens and 
the know-how to 'lay their own'. 

"As long as they have a suitable amount of 
land, anyone can have chickens," he said. "There 
is nothing like getting eggs fresh every morn¬ 
ing, you can't beat it. 

"Although you have to be prepared for the 
chickens' fairly destructive nature when it 
comes to grass." 


Even the reject eggs do not go unused and 
are donated to Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
in return for hefty amounts of elephant dung 
for use as fertilizer. 

Mr Wanstall's great-grandfather bought the 
farm, which has passed down through the gen¬ 
erations, in 1918. 

His father still works on the farm, as well as 
his uncle - it is truly a family business. 

Since he took over, Mr Wanstall's dreams of 
getting local produce more readily available 
have become a reality. He now supplies 


hospitals, schools, hotels, food stores and 
restaurants in Kent and London. He also buys 
products from local farmers and sells them on 
to a range of customers interested in local food. 

Despite economic struggles earlier in the 
year, which ended his supplies to Asda stores in 
Kent, he still provides the supermarket with 
20,000 eggs a month.

Speed workshop was slow 
to put the message across 


ITS not that often that I get the 
chance to spend a morning in a 
room with 18 other convicted crim¬ 
inals, but as a result of an incident 
with a London speed camera a few 
months back I found myself in 
Ealing attending a speed aware¬ 
ness workshop. 

Quite frankly, it was an outrage that I was 
there in the first place. I was clocked doing 
34mph in a 30 zone and as Ray, our cheerful 
lecturer for the day, told me: “You were 
unlucky that is the lowest speed you have to 
get to end up at one of these things.” 

As a first time marginal offender I was given 
two options. Pay the £60 fine and end up with 
three points or pay £95 for the chance to visit 
a London office block and listen to Ray for a 
couple of hours. The police would then consid¬ 
er the matter dealt with. 


1’ve always been pretty smug about having a 
clean licence; it has been one of the few things 
in life I could point to as a sign of my obvious 
merits as a fine upstanding citizen, so I 
plumped for the trip to Ealing. 

The first session was spent looking at a com¬ 
puter screen showing driving scenarios in 
which various hazards present themselves. 

The film was shot from the driver’s point of 
view. Whoever had taken out the motor that 
day was very lucky to have made it to work 
without killing the various cyclists, toddlers on 
scooters, mums, guide dogs and grannies all 
leaping off the kerb in front of them. 

After being assessed by the computer it con¬ 
cluded that I was average at pretty well every¬ 
thing when it came to driving. Although it did 
tell me I needed to lower my cruising speed. 

In the second session Ray discussed with the 
group how we should all be more aware of 
speed and the consequences of being fraction¬ 
ally over the limit in the event of an accident. 

I had been warned beforehand that I was 


likely to see graphic images of bodies tom 
apart in motoring accidents. Instead we all 
took part in a group discussion on why we 
sometimes go too fast. And this was my prob¬ 
lem. Let’s be honest, we were all there because 
we wanted to maintain our clean licence, not 
some desperate desire to leam about speed. 

The least the organisers of these things 
could have done is shaken us out of our com¬ 
placency. We deserve to be shocked and have a 
sleepless night because we have been con¬ 
fronted by the damage a car can do to a flimsy 
human body. I may have avoided getting the 
points, but avoiding the guilt if I ever killed 
someone because of my driving is a much 
harder dodge to pull off. 

The only people who are really benefitting 
from this exercise are the company contracted 
to carry out these workshops.

The naval veteran 
from Willesborough 
talked about his 
latest trip to 
Normandy on the 
65 anniversary of 
D-Day 


What was the journey like this time? 

We were taken by the British Legion who looked after us 
very well. The trip has been paid for by the National Lottery. 
It's good that the money was used for something like this. 
We first went to the service that was held at Bayeux with 
all the dignitaries which was very impressive. I also got the 
chance to speak to Prince Charles afterwards who spent a 
long time talking to all the veterans. I managed to get a 
photo of myself next to him. I said: "I've got one of me and 
your dad so I better have one with you as well." 

What happened while you were there? 

I went back to a house on the beach that I had not seen 
for 65 years. When we were there on D-Day, it had been 
full of German machine gunners. Now the Canadian veter¬ 
ans use it as their headguarters whenever they come over 
for the celebrations. 

I also met an ex-marine officer who had been next to me 
in another landing craft on the day of the invasion, who I had 
never met before. I'm really glad we went it but it was hec¬ 
tic packing everything in. The French people are so good to 
us and always so glad to see us. It is strange really because 
many of them were killed as a result of the invasion. 

We spent a long time trying to find a grave for some¬ 
one whose husband had been killed in action so we could 
lay a wreath. We searched everywhere for it; in the end 
we found it in the graveyard of a French church. It was the 
only military grave there. In a way it was sad to see it all 
on its own.

Sta teaching 

world to sing 


The New Seekers will be visiting Kent on their 
40th-anniversary tour. Neill Barston talks to 
Paul Layton, the band's longest-serving member 


NEW SEEKERS 

Saturday, July 11 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

THERE are few if any 
musicians who can claim 
their musical career gained 
a helping hand from the 
late, great Doors frontman 
Jim Morrison. 

But so it was for former child actor 
Paul Layton, whose encounter with 
the iconic American singer left quite 
an impression on him during his 
early 20s. 

“Jim interviewed me as the ‘new 
boy’ on his group’s record label, 
Elektra. He was over in England 
doing some gigs at the Roundhouse 
in London which were great. 

“I was a big fan of The Doors and he 
was a magnetic character, interview¬ 
ing me with a crate of beer by his 
side!” said Paul, whose brief stint as 
a solo artist was not destined to 
meaningfully trouble the charts. 

He could easily have returned to 
acting, having starred in a range of 
stage and screen projects including 
Judy Garland’s final movie, I Could 
Go On Singing, and Dixon of Dock 
Green (co-incidentally marrying the 
great-niece of its star Jack Warner). 

Yet his Jewish family was behind 
his chosen career path and Paul 
joined a revised line-up of the New 
Seekers, courtesy of Bee Gees pro¬ 
ducer Ossie Byrne, who had worked 
on one of his solo releases. 

“When I applied to join the group I 
couldn’t actually play bass, but like 
any actor I said that I could, so it was 
a case of me just asking people I 
knew to help me learn the tracks. 

“They hadn’t yet had any commer¬ 
cial success. I joined at the same time 
as Lyn Paul and we had some great 
times touring,” revealed the 
Hertfordshire-based musician. 

The group, who are on their 40th- 
anniversary tour, enjoyed a golden 
period in the early 70s, scoring 
several top-10 hits including Beg 




Steal and Borrow, with which they 
represented Britain at the Eurovision 
Song Contest, and their most famous 
song, I’d Like to Teach The World To 
Sing, revised from the ‘I’d like to Buy 
the World a Coke’ TV advert. 

It proved a huge No 1 hit and 
remains in the top-100-selling sin¬ 
gles in the UK. Its influence has lin¬ 
gered, with rockers Oasis borrowing 
its simple yet jaunty melody for their 
album track Shakermaker. 

They were reportedly forced to pay 
its writers $500,000, to which Noel 
Gallagher commented that “the band 
just drinks Pepsi now”. 

These days, 62-year-old Paul has 
far more time to spend with his fam¬ 
ily, including his singer-songwriter 
daughter Lucy. 

His other great passion is getting 
out on the golf course, which touring 
occasionally allows. But as the 
longest-serving member of the band, 
it’s never far from his thoughts. 


There been many changes in per¬ 
sonnel down the years (including a 
split in the mid-70s), but they have 
survived far longer than many acts 
could ever hope for. 

“Though our early days were great, 
there was a lot of pressure, so now we 
are just really enjoying ourselves for 
the 40th-anniversary tour. 

“There are no problems of egos 
within the band and we’re putting 
out a greatest-hits album on which 
we’ve recorded some new tracks 
along with some of the old material, 
which is something we’ve not done in 
a long time. 

“The audiences have been very 
good to us and we enjoy meeting 
them all with signings at the end of 
the show, which we’ll be doing down 
in Folkestone.”

Shia's transformed into

SHIA LaBeouf has gone from job¬ 
bing child actor to international 
superstar almost as quickly as a 
car can morph into a robot.

UTAH can be easily overlooked 
among the huge range of holiday 
destinations on offer in a country 
as vast as the United States. 

Mention Salt Lake City to any Brit, and it 
will conjure up images of Mormons, weak beer 
and the 2002 Winter Olympics. 

In fact, Utah has much more to offer than 
that, especially for holidaymakers wanting to 
escape the daily grind and shake off the cob¬ 
webs in a spectacular outdoor playground. 

The western state is perhaps best known for 
skiing and winter sports, but remains a quite 
breathtaking rocky wilderness when there is 
no snow on the ground. 

Yet even in the absence of snow, the area is a 
beautiful place to visit. In early October we 
were treated to the blazing reds and yellows of 
the autumn leaves - a perfect backdrop for 
pony trekking in the foothills nearby. 

It was a fun way to see the countryside, and 
meant we could avoid crawling up the steep 
slopes ourselves. There could not have been a 
better remedy to soothe away the shop-soiled 
feeling of long-haul flights and jetlag.

Moab, the small town where raft operator 


Sheri Griffiths is based, attracts hoards of 
active types all through the summer and has a 
sprinkling of shops, bars and restaurants 
which cater for the crowds. 

Once you’ve finished soaking up the atmos¬ 
phere around Moab, a more relaxed river 
expedition awaits on the San Juan River, leav¬ 
ing from Bluff. 

The archaeological trip will see your guide 
explain the spectacular geology of the sur¬ 
rounding area, with stops to see ancient paint¬ 
ings and ruins on the way. 

However, both the boat trips come with a 
health warning: in the sun they would be 
fantastic (with all usual precautions in place), 


but in autumnal rain it gets cold, so bring 
waterproofs and warm clothes to avoid 
grumpy faces. 

The rafting in particular will get you com¬ 
pletely, utterly and absolutely soaked, even 
through the splash suits provided. 

Coming back to urban surroundings, Salt 
Lake City is a pleasant and nicely laid-out 
town, with chances for fine dining and a night 
out in a bar, as well as good shopping during 
the day. 

So when you plan your next holiday, give 
Utah a chance - you’ll come back fully 
refreshed and fired up with a new enthusiasm 
for the outdoors.

Now agents claim four 
buyers for each house 

THERE are four house-hunters for 
every property for sale, according to 
estate agents who have analysed recent 
property trends. 

Demand for property is rising faster 
than supply, with the number of house- 
hunters registered with estate agents 
increasing from 265 in April to 299 in 
May. But the average branch has fallen 
to 69 properties for sale in May, from 76 
in April. 

Gary Smith, president of the National 
Association of Estate Agents said: 
“NAEA members are showing that there 
are buyers a-plenty out there. 

“More often than not these are also 
potential sellers who are at the begin¬ 
ning of the process - so there is bound to 
be a lag which creates a shortage of 
properties in the short term. 

“With mortgage interest rates at his¬ 
torically low levels and prices now far 
more realistic than in previous years, 
home ownership in the UK seems to be 
set to lead the way out of the recession.” 

Buyers are still able to negotiate a dis¬ 
count, however, with the average selling 
price 6.3 per cent below the actual ask¬ 
ing price. 

The survey also found the number of 
first time buyers increased to 43 per cent 
in May - a significant increase on last 
month’s 23 per cent. 

How energy suppliers 
overcharge the poor 

ENERGY firms may be in potential 
breach of EU rules by overcharging thou¬ 
sands of the county’s poorest households. 

That’s the warning from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing mil¬ 
lions of hard up families across Britain. 

Members of the Federation say it is “an 
absolute disgrace” that less well off peo¬ 
ple should be penalised by big business. 

The statement comes after it emerged 
several energy firms were allowed to 
overcharge prepay meter customers by 
£464m over a three-year period. 

While they are allowed to charge high¬ 
er prices to prepay customers to cover 
meter installation and maintenance 
costs, those charges need to be “cost 
reflective” otherwise suppliers risk being 
in breach of EU directives. 

Ofgem is to finish consulting on the 
new regulations it hopes will stop ener¬ 
gy firms from charging prepay cus¬ 
tomers more for their gas and electricity 
than the figure justified by the extra cost 
to the supplier of providing a meter.

AVERAGE prices of new homes on 
the market have fallen for the first 
time in five months, according to a 
leading property company. 

Despite several surveys suggesting house 
prices were set to rise during May, new sellers 
are still hesitant and the average asking price 
fell by 0.4 per cent over the last month to 
£226,436. 

Rightmove has identified trends in property 
prices which are reflected in the desirability of 
what is on offer. 

Miles Shipside, the company’s commercial 
director, said: “It’s a mistake to confuse the 
upturn in enquiries and sales with a return to 
a more normal market. 


NEW figures from the Bank of England have 
revealed around 15,800 mortgage applications 
were turned down in May. 

The report in lending found there were 
67,000 mortgage applications for home pur¬ 
chases in May, but 23.55 per cent were turned 
down. However, since the start of the year 
acceptance rates have risen from a low in 
January, when three out of ten applications 
were turned down.

Mr Shipside said: “Property deals appear 
within the grasp of cash-strapped first-time 
buyers, but every rise in fixed rates frustrat- 
ingly nudges them a bit further out of reach.”

LEON Camier turned heads on his 
wild card debut in the World 
Superbike Championship by pick¬ 
ing up two points finishes at 
Donington Park. 

The Ashford rider was eager to 
show his pace on the Airwaves 
Yamaha bike and shocked the 
crowd in free practice by finishing 
second, just a tenth of a second 
behind title contender Ben Spies. 

A problem in qualifying left 
Camier disappointed with his grid 
slot of 17th, but it failed to dampen 
his weekend. 

In the first race the 22-year-old 
got to grips with the challenge and 
brought the bike home in 13th. 

The second race saw him pro¬ 
duce one of his best rides of his 
career when he battled his way to 
sixth place after starting 16th on 
the grid. 

He said: “Race one was tough. I 
struggled with braking, steering 
and a lack of grip. My start was 


cum 


horrendous. It was difficult to 
pass with a lack of grip and brake 
problems, but I had to take the 
chance whenever I could. 

“I was a lot happier with race 
two. I still suffered with brake 
problems, but I just had to ride 
around them and overtake at 
every possible opportunity. My 
start was only slightly better com¬ 
pared to race one, but still pretty 
terrible. To make my way up to 
sixth is a big achievement.” 

After competing alongside the 
best superbike riders in the world, 
Camier will return to the British 
Superbike Championship this 
weekend at Scotland’s Knockhill. 

With a 58-point lead in the series, 
he will be looking to maintain his 
advantage with the championship 
reaching the halfway point.

Injury threatens Lisa's 
World title chances

LESS than a year after narrowly 
missing out on an Olympic medal, 
Lisa Dobriskey is in a frantic fit¬ 
ness battle which threatens to rule 
her out of this summer’s World 
Athletics Championships. 

The Ashford-bom 1500 metre runner picked 
up the stress injury to her leg a month ago, 
after returning from a warm weather training 
camp in South Africa in April. With Team GB’s 
World Trials at Birmingham just two weeks 


away, Dobriskey has a fight on her hands to 
prove herself and qualify for the champi¬ 
onships in Berlin later this summer. 

With the injury coming so close to the World 
Trials, the 25-year-old, 2006 Commonwealth 
champion rates her chances of qualifying for 
the championships as only 50/50. 

She told Yourashford: “It is going to be a race 
against time, so I have been training hard and 
doing work on treadmills. I am back running 
now, but it is touch and go whether I will make 
the trials and the World Championships. 

“I should be fit in time for the trials, but the 
standard is so high this year so I don’t know if 
I will qualify. I will keep working hard I have 
not given up and thrown in the towel yet.” 

The injury is a body blow for Dobriskey, who 
emerged as a world class athlete last year. 
Knocking several seconds off her personal best 


just before the Beijing Olympics, she finished 
fourth in the final, missing out on a medal by 
a fraction of a second. 

Following on from the disappointment, 
Dobriskey had been targeting a medal at the 
World Championships to make amends for 
Beijing - making her situation all the more 
soul destroying. 

She said: “It’s really hard to take as the 
injury has come at the worst possible time. I 
am devastated that I might miss the World 
Championships, as I had really high hopes 
going into it. It is the main point of the season 
for me.” 

As she battles against the clock to get in 
peak form ahead of the World Trials, 
Dobriskey has received help from former 
marathon world champion Paula Radcliffe.

Lovell is happy with the response he has 
received from the majority of his side but 
admitted he is starting to look around for 
potential new signings. 

He added: “At the moment I think I need 
to bring in perhaps two or three players. I 
will be giving other players in the squad, 
who didn’t feature as much last season, a 
chance to prove themselves again.” 

The Ashford boss admitted he is expect¬ 
ing to hear from Seb Barton and Jimmy 
Elford soon, while goalkeeper Josh Willis 
could be on his way out after deciding to 
join Kingstonian for pre-season training.
